STATUS REPORT

The United States Environmental Protection Agency, Region 1 (“Region™), with
the consent of counsel for the Town of Norﬂlbﬂdgé (“Town™), respectfully submits to the
Environméntéll Appeals Board (“Boafd”) this Status Report in response to the Board’s
Fourth Stay Order, dated January 11, 2008. In that Order, the Board granted the
Region’s January 11, 2008 moticn for an additional stay of the proceedings until March

18, 2008 to enable the parties to complete negotiations regarding the contested
phosphorus limits, and ordered the parties to file a status report by February 15, 2008.

In its January 11, 2008 motion to extend the stay of the proceedings, the Region |
reported that the parties had agreed to & tentative compliance schedule for the Town to
meet the contested phosphorus limits, subject to approval by the Town’s Board of
Selectmen. TherRegion also reported that it had withdrawn the contested winter fecal

coliform bacteria hn:uts and planned to igsue a draft permit mod:ﬁcatlon with shghtly less

stnngent limits no later than J anuary 18, 2008.
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Since that filing, the parties have completed negotiatioﬁs on a compliance
" schedule to meet the phosphorus limits. The Region is in the process of prepanng an
admnustratwe order which will contain the agreed upon schedule and expects to issue the
order no later than March 18, 2008. In addition, on January 18, 2008, the Region issued
for public comment 2 drai_’c permit modification related to the winter bacteria limits. The
public comment period closes on Febrhary 19, 2008. The Region expects to maké a final

permit modification decision no later that March 18, 2008,
